Syracuse, N.Y.— During the summei 
Miss Charlotte Cowdroy, headmistress 
of the Crouch End High school for 
girls, an Institution located hi London, 
contended that "boys taught by women 
teachers are more likely to become 
young criminals than those taught by 
men.". This statement was - Tefuted 
by Dr. Thomas Fisher of the sociology 
department in an interview with The 
Dally Orange, 

Miss Cowdroy claims much de- 
linquency is due to the methods which 
women use in instruction of their 
students. "A woman," she says, "talks 
to a boy and preaches to him, and 
appeals to his emotions end chlvraly." 
She cited the great number .of young 
criminals in United States and Eng- 
land as proof of this contention. 
Discounts Differences 
Dr. Fisher discounts the difference 
between the teaching methods of men 
and women. He feels that .It is nec- 
essary to take account of Influences 
which are more clearly marked. 
"Women nowadays receive the same 
education as men," he says. "They 
have the same ability ' to attain an 
education as men. and when they as 
teachers seek to pass it on, they use 
exactly the same principles of psycho- 
logy as a man would." 

Miss Cowdroy's suggestion might 
seem applicable, Dr. Fisher feels, be- 
cause !most young criminals have 
been .taught by women because there 
are fewer men in the teaching pro- 
fession. But "■ the individual cases 
would show a diversity of '.influences 
in which the sex of the teacher 
might or might not play a part. >. 
Asserts Manhood 
"There is a timo in the life of 
practically every boy when he needs 
the influence of a man. Ho reaches 
an age when he needs to break 
away from "apron strings.", But it 
is often the case' when an individual 
problem is studied that too much 
father influence has caused delin-

Tho present Founder's Day cele- 
brates tho 188th anniversary of the 
birth cf t':c founder of McGill Uni 
versity. It Is 120 years ; sinco his 
death and tho university which his 
munificence founded has been in ex 
istencc well over the hundred years. 
Grenadier Guards 

The Canadian Grenadier Guards 
will turn out on Thursday In honour 
of James McGill, who was colonel of 
the first Bataillon, Montreal Militia, 
from which the Guards are descended. 
Between 12 and one two sentries will 
be posted at' the tomb of James McGill 
at the head of McGill College Avenue, 
while between four and five a Guard 
of Honour, in full-dress, will parade. 
The famous Grenadier Guards Band 
will also be in attendance, and have 
.prepared a special program in honour 
of the occasion. 

Although James McGill is now 
burled in the tomb In front of the 
Art's Building this was not formerly 
the case. He was originally burled 
In what was at tho tlmo the Protestant 
cemetery, but the body was later re- 
moved to its present resting place with 
the thought that the great university 
which he founded would prove sin ex- 
cellent monument near his grave. 
Give Degrees 

A number of students will receive 
their degrees at the Convocation, 
which takes place at twelve o'clock. 
Sir Arthur Currie will deliver the in- 
vocation address, and will take the 
oportunity to comment on the life. of. 
the great benefactor whose anniver- 
sary is being celebrated. 

Contrary to the usual custom, lec- 
tures will not be cancelled In the 
afternoon, but only for the time of 
convocation.

Hamilton Health Officers 
Arrive At Montreal . 



The arrival of P. W. Wright and 
S. A. Corbett, of the Department of 
Health, Bermuda, Is a further sign 
that McGill- is being widely recog- 
nized as a stronghold of medicine and 
allied sciences. Messrs. Wright and 
Corbett arrived here by the Lady 
Rodney. Wright intends .to take a 
course in the supervision of foods, 
meats and drugs. Corbett will study 
In preparation for an examination set 
by the Royal Sanitation Institute. 

The two health officers will spend 
several weeks at McGill and will then 
return to Hamilton, the capital of 
Bermuda. There they wjll Introduce 
Canadian methods Into the adminis- 
tration of public health in. Bermuda. 

Wright came over from England 20 
years ago— and since that date has 
never left tho Island of Bermuda. 
Wright experienced a great surprise 
at the sight of the immenco office 
buildings, .locomotives. and other signs 
of a great -Metropolis, unknown to 
peaceful Bermuda, or to the England 
he.left 20 years ago.

Sally Hay, R.V.C. Senior, was yester- 
day elected to the presidency of the 
McGill Women Students Athletic As- 
sociation, when she took the position 
by acclamation. This acclamation 
comes as a surprise since many had 
expected a keen fight for this posi- 
tion, which automatically carries with 
it a seat on the executive of the Mc- 
GlU Womens Union, In tho capacity 
of treasurer. 

This special election was nécessitât 
ed by the resignation of the incunv 
bent, Isabel Dawson, who resigned last 
March the day after she was chosen 
to the position. This move was 
prompted by the fact that as member 
to tho Students Council from the R, 
V.C., she was cx-officlo member of 
the executive of the McGill Womens 
Union, whero she holds the secretary 
ship.

Must Reflect Social Order Iu 
Which War Is 
Impossible 

DEPLORES POPULARITY 

Walt Whitman Cited As Clos- 
est Approach To New 
Economic Society 

New York, N.Y.— Literature, Instead 
of acting as a deterrent, to war, 
actually arouses the war-llks Instinct* 
Henry Seldel Canby, professor of 
literature at Yale and editor of The 
Saturday Review of Literature, told 
the Institute of Arts and Sciences at 
Columbia University. , 

If llteraturo is effectively to raise 
an anti-war sentiment, ho said, it 
must reflect a social order in which 
war will be Impossible. Walt Whitman 
was cited as an example of the closest 
literary approach to'the desired state, 
Dr. Canby asserting that Whitman 
came nearest to inventing a langn 
age for the new economic society, an 
Imagination for world solidarity." 
Says War Books Arouse Militarism 
War books of the realistic type 
which have become so popular in re- 
cent years serve to intensify expert 
enco and consciousness, and thereby 
to arouse a militaristic feeling, Dr. 
Canby added. He" asserted that the 
present generation may bo effectively 
disillusioned as to war, but the rising 
generation has obtained from the war 
literature a picture of a remarkably 
thrilling experience which Its mem- 
bers did not have and which they 
desire. 

In an interview with Spectator, Dr. 
Canby expressed the belief that un-, 
dergraduate sentiment In the Ameri- 
can college and university is veering 
towards an anti-war spirit. He cited 
the work of such organizations as the 
World Student League, as aids in the 
promotion of internationalism. 

Students, he believes, will eventual- 
ly be forced to take' an active, part in 
American politics. They are funda- 
mentally no different from the Euro- 
pean undergraduate, Dr. Canby said, 
but have had no. experience in gov- 
ernment because the American people 
has been content to leave the job of 
government to someone else, as long 
as the machinery functions. 

"But if corrupt conditions such as 
those revealed in New York City con- 
tinue, there Is liable to be an upset," 
he Insisted, "and the undergraduate 
will have to take a place In the gov- 
ernmental system." 

World peace, Dr. Canby asserted, Is 
an attainable ideal, though not neces- 
sarily attainable at present. It is 
Impossible, under our present economic 
system, he stated, but these condi- 
tions will not exist forever.

This is the substance 
of the. advice of Prof. Harry Hepner 
of the hill psychology department to 
tho individual who goes around with 
the feeling that he is below the 
aveage in some mannc, and unable 
to make amends for his weakness. 

"The most important part of tho 
mental equipment of the young is 
not his books, but his confidants. 
Tho right kind personality influence 
not only prevents mental wrecks but 
also builds stronger individuals," he 
stated. 

Professor Not Crusty 

The student often finds such a 
confidant in some member of the 
faculty, Prof. Hepner pointed out, 
observing "that many faculty mem 
bers ate not nearly as crusty as they, 
are thought to be or even appear to 
me. Many professors like to become 
acquainted with their students and 
meet them on a man to man basis 
where sound friendships grow and 
flourish for. years." 

"Utilize your complexes," he ad. 
vises. Make somo. of the painful and 
unpleasant experience and impul 
sions which are repressed and.influ 
ende the behavior serve some def'nito 
purpose. He proposes that they lead 
to concentrated activity in another 
form of work. 

"The successful men today are 
those whoso complexes motivated 
them to develop their capacities to 
the utmost by training themselves ra 
the college or school of hard knocks, 
and who apply themselves and their 
energies in forms of expression that 
have social and economic values." 
. He cited the case of Julius Duns- 
ton, a magnet in the business world, 
but a most unprepossessing Individual 
as In appearance. Puny of body, and 
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blinded in one eye, this man's physi- 
cal deformity made him double his 
activity until he became a control! 
tag influence in American industry. 

Those who are unable to make 
adjustments harbor the experiences 
In their minds and these have an 
Immense influence on their lives," 
Professor Hepner declared. "They 
evidence themselves In every-day life 
by stammering, slips of speech, mo- 
mentary loss of memory, blushing 
and repeated attempts to carry out 
such useless and senseless perform- 
ances as counting the objects in a 
room or constantly washing the 
hands." 

This last point enables one to un- 
derstand better ' the character of Ed- 
win Robinson, In "Five Star Final", 
who was continually attempting to 
rid himself of his weakness In this 
fashion. 

The positive complex, he main 
tained, makes men who capacities are 
rather ordinary, have unquenchable 
Inner urges which direct their limited 
capacities Into definite positive chan- 
nels. A negatve complex results in 
undesirable or useless forms of be- 
havior. 

"Commendation goes to the mod 
ern girl, who when she has been dls< 
appointed by a sweetheart, merely 
flips, the ashes from her cigar ct and 
goes forth to seek a new man." She 
made a much better adjustment 
one who remains at home 
and broods, he declared.
